Beyeral English journals have lately spokea of i, aod
havé given currency to a report that the United States
were negotiating for a new acquisition of territory from
Mexico, and that a supposed debt of §50,000,000 or
more, due, it was said, by Mexico to American claim-
ants, was to be assumed by the United Siates In ex-
shange for such territory.

The Mexican and Ameri-
tan Clsims Commission has nearly completed its work.

WHAT OENEEAL GEORGE H. SHARP ENOWS OF

THE DECLINE AND FALL OF THE REBELLION.

Geperal George L Sbarp, Surveyor of the Portof
New York, delivered o lecture last ovening io the Har-
lem Cougregational choreh on “The Last Hours of the
Confederacy." 14 1 doubtful if there is snother
man in the whole conntry so well qualified to speak
upon this subject as Geoeral Sharp. Serving wpon
General Grant's staff from tho thne tbat oficer as-
sumed eommand of tho armies of the United States
uniil the surréuder of the Army of Northern Virginia,
having exclusive management of the secrel servive
brapeh of the army, and boing withal a keen observar,
